“Today there la & calling back of 
th© spirit of the gentleman and of the 
lady— a spirit which has been lost 
Unco about the time the automobile 
came Into use.” 

Principal W. T. Brown, who ad- 
dressed the graduating class and 
friends of Margaret Eaton School at 
the graduation exercises yesterday 
afternoon, commended this return of 
tha lady, the passing of the flapper 
and of the women who Aped men.
